SENATOR 
SHERMAN'S 
INCONSIS- 
TENCIES. 


Senator Sherman has the reputation 
among some people of being exceedingly 
sharp and analytical in the constitution 
of his mind, says the Louisville Courier- 
Joumalf but probably if the records 
were searched so many blunders, inac- 
curacies, and inconsistencies, to say 
nothing of the graver faults of insin- 
cerity and practical operative duplicity, 
could not be found to the discredit of 
any other public man of Sherman's gen- 
eration. ^In his specialty of finance 
there was never a greater turncoat and 
double-dealer in congress, and the dis- 
tinguishing feature of aU his work is its 
makeshift and time-serving quality and 
the absence of all pretension to fore- 
cast. 


This sticks to him. For example, in 
his late Cincinnati address he stated that 
the only solution of the silver problem 
was to put a dollar's worth of silver bul- 
lion into a dollar in order to give that 
coin the quality of parity with gold, and 
therefore of stability. Sherman pro- 
posed this several years ago. but if his 
advice had been taken at that time, his 
silver dollar would have been worth to- 
day intrinsically only about 85 cents, 
On the other hand, if the silver value of 
three weeks ago had been put into the 
dollar, it would now be worth 106 cents. 
Two weeks hence, such a coin might be 
worth $1.20, or perhaps 85 cents again. 
HNow, the trouble with all this is not in 
the silver bullion and its legitimate con- 
tingencies, but the position in which 
Senator Sherman was the arch-conspira- 
tor in placing silver bullion. 
If he 
does not know, any intelligent financier 
does know that if the privileges of free 
mintage for silver, which he did more 
than any other man to steal from the 
people, were still existent, there would 
be no disparity possible between the 
market and coinage value of the silver 
dollar, and he knows also, or ought to 
know, with bis pretensions to financial
